When the night was pretty well ad- 
vanced, and their drunken exceſſes had 
cloſed their eyes, Moles advanced; and, 
as their numbers far exceeded his, he 
was neceſſitated to permit a ſlaughter 
that, at another moment, would not 
have been ſo- juſtifiable, and many were 
put to the ſword. The body-guard that 
ſurrounded the houſe of their comman- 
der had been ſufficient to defeat them. 
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For ſome time, Moles experienced a 
vigorous defence; but having ſucceeded, 
at firſt, to ſet fire to ſome out-hou- 
ſes, and, at laſt, to the houſe itſelf, 
it was at length thrown into confu- 
ſion: ſome threw down their arms, and 
aſked quarter, others fled, ſore were

giers. 


The reſult being ſucceſsful, Moles's 
troops were much increaſed on their 
return by the junction of the country- 
people, who were full of courage when 
the danger was over. His number, 
which did not exceed eight - hundred 
men on his firſt ſetting out, had aug- 
mented to three thouſand on his re- 

turn. He encouraged the diſpoſition 
which he calculated might be of ad- 
vantage to him at ſome future period.
